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A few Halifax teens are one step 
closer to fulfilling their quest to 
“ban the bottle.” 

Grace Hamilton-Burge and Jay 
Hubbard were on hand at the Hal¬ 
ifax Regional School Board meet¬ 
ing on Wednesday night to con¬ 
vince members to remove plastic 
bottles from the municipality’s 
schools. 

“We believe that our access to 
safe and clean drinking water 
comes right from the tap,” said 
Hubbard, a Grade 9 student at 
Fairview Junior High School. 

Hubbard and Hamilton-Burge 
outlined numerous environmen¬ 
tal impacts and health concerns, 
noting that many countries are 
plagued by water scarcity and oil 
is burned in the production and 
transporting of bottled water. 

“HRSB will be able to say that 
they do not support the produc¬ 
tion of these bottles because of the 
great effect they have on global 
warming,” said Hamilton-Burge, a

Their spirited presentation drew 
a standing ovation from a crowd 
of about 75 and prompted some 
encouraging words from the board. 

Board member Chris Poole said 
he agreed with the teens “110 per 
cent” and even attempted to make 
a motion to ban the bottle. 

In response, chair Irvine Carvery 
said the move would require care¬ 
ful analysis. 

“But I’m quite sure the board 
will move in that direction,” said 
Carvery, noting that some of the 
municipality’s rural schools use 
well water and require bottled 
water for drinking. 

Staff will draw up a report 
regarding the issue.

Black avoids

appearance 


In a rare display of mis¬ 
taken bipartisanship, 
the NDP almost called 
one of their own to tes¬ 
tify about a $303,000 
untendered advertising 
contract. 

At Wednesday’s 
meeting of the legisla¬ 
ture’s public accounts 
committee, Progressive 
Conservative MLA Chris 
d’Entremont made a 
motion to bring Paul 
Black, Premier Darrell 
Dexter’s policy director, 
to testify before the 
committee. 

At issue was a con¬ 
tract awarded to MT&L, 
a Halifax-based ad firm 
and Black’s former em¬ 
ployer, without offering 
other firms the oppor¬ 
tunity to bid. 

NDP MLA Jim Morton 
inadvertently voted 
with the opposition, 
tying them with the 
government’s majority. 
Liberal Keith Colwell, 
who chairs the commit¬ 
tee, broke the tie. 

Morton appealed, 
and the initial vote was 
overturned. He said his 
head was somewhere 
else during the initial 
vote. 

“It was never my in¬ 
tention to support Mr. 
Black coming before 
the committee,” said 
Morton. 

When asked why, if 
everything was above 
board with the contract, 
Black couldn’t testify to 
that effect, Morton said 
Nova Scotia Business 
Inc. followed its pro¬ 
curement procedure.

Nova Scotia Business Inc.’s 
president says his agency 
did not break it its procure¬ 
ment policy by issuing an 
untendered contract worth 
$303,000 for the Ships Start 
Here campaign. 

Stephen Lund told re¬ 
porters on Wednesday that 
NSBI operated above board 
in issuing the contract to 
MT&L, a Halifax-based ad¬ 
vertising firm, without of¬ 
fering other firms the 
opportunity to bid. 

“Not at all,” he said. 

“We followed the pro¬ 
curement policy, which al¬ 
lowed us in this case to do 
that. We don’t do that very 
often, so we’re veiy careful 
when we do do it.” 

According to NSBI, the 
Ships Start Here partner¬ 
ship — composed of gov¬ 
ernment, private-sector 
and labour leaders — 
agreed at their inaugural 
meeting on March 11, 
2011, to launch an advertis¬ 
ing campaign. 

NSBI invoked a clause 
that allows them to bypass 
normal procurement poli¬ 
cies in the event of an “un¬ 
foreseeable situation of 
urgency or emergency.” But 
if the service costs more 
than $100,000, NSBI needs 
to first obtain approval 
from the province’s Treas¬ 
ury Board. 

That wasn’t the case 
with the MT&L contract, 


explained NSBI vice-presi¬ 
dent Lisa Bugden, because 
she expected the ad firm’s 
work — “digital engage¬ 
ment” through the cre¬ 


ation of a website — would 
cost less. 

When MT&L billed NSBI 
for $105,000 on March 31, 
Bugden said NSBI sought 
approval from the 
province’s Treasury Board. 

The NDP were put on 
the defensive Wednesday 
after opposition parties at¬ 
tempted to bring Paul 
Black, Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter’s policy director, before 
the legislature’s public ac¬ 
counts committee to ex¬ 
plain the contracts. 


The opposition charged 
Black, who worked for 
MT&L, and the Premier’s 
Office attempted to circum¬ 
vent normal procurement 
procedures to fast-track the 
advertising campaign. 

Dexter said Black had 
nothing to do with the 
campaign. 

“We were of course kept 
informed throughout 
that,” Dexter said. 

“But the work that was 
done was done by Nova 
Scotia Business Inc.”

RCMP in Sackville re¬ 
ceived a complaint recently 
over Twitter about mo¬ 
torists ignoring a three-way 
stop at the intersection of 
Millwood Drive and Beaver 
Bank Cross Road. 

So RCMP officers sat on 
it in February and they is¬ 
sued 24 tickets and five 
warnings. Most offences — 
22 of them — were for fail¬ 
ing to obey traffic signs or 
signals, but two were for 
not wearing seatbelts. 

For the RCMP, it was one 
of the first times Twitter 
was used in this way, but 
Halifax Regional Police 
(HRP) have responded to a 
number of complaints 
raised via Twitter, said Lau¬ 
ren Leal communications 
advisor with HRP. 

And while HRP also re¬ 
ceives tips on investiga¬ 
tions, Leal said they 
encourage people to use 
traditional methods of re¬ 
porting tips — by phone, in 
person or online — as the 
tweets can be lost among so 
many. 

“If we post a photo of a 
suspect and we put it out 
through our social-media 
channels, we do get a lot of 
feedback,” Leal said. 

Both the RCMP and HRP 
send out information on 
driving conditions and 
criminal investigations reg¬ 
ularly over Twitter.

HRM to transit union: no 
rostering, no deal. 

This message was re¬ 
peated again on Wednes¬ 
day as the municipality 
quickly shot down a new 
counteroffer by striking 
transit workers to the one 
offered up by HRM last 
week. 

The city didn’t even con¬ 
sider the latest reply a 
counteroffer, according to 
a release. 

The new deal was 
emailed to Metro Transit 
director Eddie Robar on 
Wednesday by Amalgamat¬ 
ed Transit Union Local 508 
president Ken Wilson.

Originally from Haiti, he 
had moved to France as a 
teenager. In April 1912, he 
was escorting his pregnant 
wife and two young daugh¬ 
ters on their long journey 
home to his native land 
when the Titanic hit an ice¬ 
berg and sank.

“It’s the story of a black 
man who made the ulti¬ 
mate sacrifice to save his 
family. It is a story about 
courage, about love, about 
pride and respect,” said 
well-known actor-writer- 
director Anthony Sher¬ 
wood. 


Sherwood, a native of 
Halifax, wrote and is direct¬ 
ing Titanic: The Untold Sto¬ 
ry. The world premiere of 
the play, which will later 
tour in the U.S. and Europe, 
will occur at Alderney Land¬ 
ing Theatre April 2 to 10. 

Sherwood, who spoke to 
reporters by phone at a 
press conference on 
Wednesday, said it’s an im¬ 
portant piece of theatre on 
“so many levels.” 

While keeping mum on 
the play’s specifics, Sher¬ 
wood said it tells the story 
of Laroche who managed to 


get his family into a lifeboat 
but perished himself. 

It will also take a look at 
another black man associat¬ 
ed with the Titanic. Ru¬ 
mour — or legend — has it 
that heavyweight boxing 
champion Jack Johnson ap¬ 
plied for a first-class ticket 
on the Titanic but was re¬ 
fused because he was black. 

“I’m not going to reveal 
if it is true or false,” Sher¬ 
wood said. “We’ve done a 
great deal of research on 
Jack Johnson and the Titan¬ 
ic and it will all be revealed 
in the play”

It was only discovered in 
the 1990s that, indeed, a 
black male passenger sailed 
on the Titanic. 

Joseph Laroche was 25 
when he boarded the Titan¬ 
ic with his wife, Juliette, 
and daughters Louise, 1, 
and Simonne Marie Anne 


Andree, 3, according to the 
Encyclopedia Titanica. 

They were leaving 
France for Laroche’s native 
Haiti because they thought 
he could find a higher-pay¬ 
ing job there as an engi¬ 
neer. He needed more 
money to pay for his daugh¬ 


ter’s medical bills, and 
racial discrimination kept 
him from higher earnings. 

But the young family 
never made it back to Haiti. 

“After the Titanic sank, 
his wife and children went 
back to France and decided 
not to continue without her 


father to 
Haiti, to a 
country 
they did¬ 
n’t 

know,” 

Sher¬ 
wood said. Laroche’s body 
was never recovered.

Elections Canada’s chief 
investigator says in a 
sworn court document the 


name was likely used to 
cover the tracks of whoev¬ 
er was behind the calls. 

Phone records show the 
number registered to 
Pierre Poutine twice called 
Edmonton-based call cen¬ 
tre RaclcNine Inc., on April 
30 and May 1. 

The records also show 
phones associated with 
Guelph Tory candidate 


Marty Burke and the 
Guelph Conservative rid¬ 
ing association made 31 
calls to RaclcNine between 
March 26 and early May. 

The court document 
says it is reasonable to be¬ 
lieve Burke’s campaign did 
business with RaclcNine 
and that the relationship is 
related to the calls.

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Putin warns 
of a rumble 

O Russian presidential candidate 
predicts unsanctioned protests 
post-election will result in violence 


Russian Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin warned that 
his opponents could pro¬ 
voke unrest after Sunday’s 
presidential election, even 
going so far as killing a 
prominent opposition fig¬ 
ure to stoke outrage against 
his government. 

Putin is all but certain to 
regain the presidency, but 
his allegations Wednesday 
reflect heightened tensions 
four days before the vote 


and nervousness about the 
protests expected to follow. 

“They are looking 
among well-known people 
for a sacrificial victim,” said 
Putin. “They could, I’m sor- 
ly, knock someone off and 
then blame the authori¬ 
ties.” 

Evidence of widespread 
vote-rigging in favour of 
Putin’s party in December’s 
parliamentaiy election set 
off a series of protests to de¬ 


mand an end to Putin’s 12- 
year rule. 

The opposition is push¬ 
ing authorities to allow a 
post-election protest at a 
site close to the Kremlin. 
The government has re¬ 
fused the demand, offering 
other more distant loca¬ 
tions instead. 

The organizers have 
rejected that offer, raising 
the threat of violence.

would tell you, there’s no greater thrill 
than the instant response you receive when you get on 
stage and make stuff up. 

If you’re not aware, improvisation is a form of 
theatre that has spawned many comedic troupes, some 
serious theatre, certain art-house films and the Iraq 
war. 

Generally, the idea is simply to make things up on 
the spot, often with an audience suggestion, which in 
theory can be absolutely anything, but which in prac¬ 
tice is always “sex,” “horny,” “circus,” “bus stop” or 
“spatula.” 

If that sounds like kids’ stuff, rest assured there are 
some deep lessons to be 
learned. 

For instance, one of the 
improv rules you 
organically discover is 
“Don’t try to be funny.” 
Some would argue I’ve 
mastered that. 

But the point is that hu¬ 
mour should arise from 
strong characters and a 
well-told story. When you 
tell a conventional punch¬ 
line joke during improv 
the audience reply is a ris¬ 
ing-then-falling 
“aaAAAaah” sound, which 
means “Clever. Not funny. 
But clever. Now be funny.” 

Another improv life les¬ 
son, perhaps the most im¬ 
portant one, is to accept 
what the world gives you. 

If another actor turned to you on stage and said, “Hi, 
Donald Trump!” then your natural, human reaction 
would be to punch him in the throat. But improv 
teaches you that scenes work best if you accept every 
suggestion — so you scowl in a Trumpian manner and 
wonder what it must be like to know that even a 
billion dollars isn’t enough for a decent hairpiece. 

When you accept what the scene gives you and don’t 
try too hard, then everything that happens is “right,” 
the possibilities are endless, and things naturally fall 
into place. There’s a lesson in there somewhere. 

Improv is fun, challenging and, yes, can give you a 
better outlook on life. I think you should try it. 

And if you don’t have the energy or gumption or 
whatever excuse you’re using not to do it, just remem¬ 
ber what an audience member once told me during an 
introspective moment: “Horny!” 

Words to live by.

What’s the idea behind your

What do you write? 

A mixture of my own 
writing and words asso¬ 
ciated with the person 
I’m drawing. In this por¬ 
trait, I used some passa¬ 
ges taken from van 
Gogh’s letters. I also ad¬ 


ded some sentences from 
Theo van Gogh’s letter to 
his mother that reported 
his famous brother’s 
death. 

And how do you write your 
drawings? 

I first make the sketch 
with a pencil and then I 
begin the writing process 
with a permanent felt-tip 
pen. I use small, simple 


words for the details, 
then larger letters for the 
overall appearance. It 
can take about two 
weeks to do one such 
portrait. 

What inspired your work? 

Concrete poetry — poetic 
verses that are arranged 
in a shape or pattern for 
added visual effect.

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DeVito goes global 

O For The Lorax, actor took on the task of 
recording voices in four foreign languages 




Danny DeVito is becoming 
quite the multilinguist — 
or at least that’s what it 
looks like. For his new film, 
The Lorax, DeVito took on 
the unprecedented task of 
recording foreign versions 
of the movie in Spanish, 
Italian, German and Russ¬ 
ian. It turned out to be a 
much more monumental 
task than he’d expected, 
though. “It’s a fun thing, 
but it’s time-consuming. I 
thought it was going to be 
like a couple of days. I’ll do 
German in a couple days. 
Right! It’s more like a 
week,” he admits. 

“This is the thing, I don’t 
speak any of those lan¬ 
guages. I speak a tiny bit of 
Italian, but I did it all with 
coaches and phonetically,” 
DeVito explains. “What I 
would do is tackle one at a 
time. And Universal 
brought in people from the 
country because sometimes 
the lines were veiy long. 
And there was no way for 
me in German or in Russian 
to get through that entire 
line without messing up 
some intonation. And I real¬ 
ly wanted it to capture the 
performance, and I didn’t 
want people to think I had 


an accent.” 

The process of recording 
each language took about 
five days in a recording stu¬ 
dio for DeVito and his advis¬ 
ers, and the biggest lesson 
he learned in that time was 
that he should’ve kept 
things simpler when 
recording the English ver¬ 
sion. “There are about 90 
lines of mine in the movie, 
and some of them some¬ 
times you can’t break them 
up,” he explains. “Like if 
you say to me, ‘Coma esta 
usted?’ That’s one thing. 
But if you’re saying some¬ 
thing like, ‘Didn’t you see 
me come out of that stump 
with all the lightning and 
the thunder and this and 
the that? Did you chop 
down that tree?’ Well, I did¬ 


n’t think I was going to be 
doing this when I said those 
lines back then and didn’t 
spit in the middle.” 

Normally, animated 
films get dubbed by local 
actors for each territoiy, so 
isn’t he technically taking 
work away from actors in 
Europe? “I did some Russ¬ 
ian interviews on the 
phone and different places, 
and I always preface it with, 
‘I know that you guys have 
great actors to do this,”’ De¬ 
Vito explains. 

“It was just one of those 
things where I got it in my 
head to do it, and once I 
said I would do it I didn’t 
want to back down, even 
though I did think, well this 
time I’m taking a job away 
from someone.” 


Awake blurs reality 

O New drama has viewers guessing what’s a dream 

Awake has the kind of intri¬ 
cate, high-concept premise 
that can test viewers. But 
that’s nothing compared 
with what its producers 
face. 

Howard Gordon, a mas¬ 
ter at juggling challenging 
plots (24 and The X-Files 
among them), puts it flatly: 

“I learned nothing, and 
nothing I experienced pre¬ 
pared for me this.” 

“This is a vehicle that no 
one has driven before and 
has no operating instruc¬ 
tions,” said Gordon, who 
produces Awake with its 
creator, Kyle Killen. 

The series, debuting 10 
p.m. EST today on Global, 
stars Jason Isaacs as police 
detective Michael Britten, a 
man living in two worlds. A 
car accident has claimed a 
family member’s life: his 
wife, Hannah (Laura Allen), 
in one, and his teenage son, 

Rex (Dylan Minnette), in an¬ 
other. 

The duality extends to 
Britten’s work, where he in¬ 
vestigates cases with two 
partners (Steve Harris, 

Wilmer Valderrama), and 
discovers that straddling 
different realities gives him 
crime-busting insights. 

While other TV shows 
with parallel universes and 
outcomes have dabbled in 
extreme explanations — 
quick, explain Lost again — 

Gordon and Killen insist 
this is a (relatively) simple 



case of a guy living one life 
and dreaming another. 

Britten and the audience 
are just not sure which is 
which. Neither are the ther¬ 
apists who are treating 
him, with both assuring 
him that his OTHER life is 
the dream. He’s unwilling 
to give up the balancing act 
that allows him to keep 
hold of both wife and son. 

“At the centre of it is the 
question we all live with as 
people, which is how do we 
face loss and how do we 
live in the face of loss,” Gor¬ 
don said.

Awake’s tricks

► “So if you tune in for 
episode seven, you have 
the tools to sit down and 
enjoy that hour of 
television,” producer 
Howard Gordon says. 

“For an idea like this, clari¬ 
ty is your friend and you 
want to make the barrier 
as low as possible.”

Dear Charles the butler, 

Can you please advise on 
the best way to remove fin¬ 
ger marks from stainless 
steel appliances?

Dear Kim, 

As beautiful as stain¬ 
less steel is, those finger 
marks drive me nuts too! 

Fingerprints tend to be 
oil-based, although they 
can be caused by many 
other things. But natural 
oil from the skin on our 
fingers is the most com¬ 
mon culprit. 

So remember, “like re¬ 


moves like.” These are 
the methods in the order I 
like to follow and the 
ones in which I have had 
the most success: 

1. A microfibre cloth and 
“all-purpose cleaner” (4 
cups water & 1 tablespoon 
dish soap) 

2. A microfibre cloth and 
“multi-purpose cleaner” 
(50% water & 50% vinegar) 

3. Paper towel and olive 
oil; I learned this trick 
from a stainless steel in¬ 
staller and it does work! 

4. You can buy a commer¬ 
cial stainless steel clean¬ 
ing product at most 
hardware stores 

Remember to wipe the 
entire surface. If you only 
spot wipe the handle and 
surrounding area, you 
will eventually get a mark 
or discolouration from 
where you always wipe.

O Jays’ Romero on rise after bumpy road to big leagues O Left-hander now undisputed staff ace 



It was a challenging climb 
to the top for Blue Jays 
pitcher Ricky Romero. 

Expectations were high 
for the first-round pick, 
who toiled in the minors 
for years before breaking 
through at the major- 
league level in 2009. 

The team was patient 
with the now 27-year-old 
left-hander and it paid off. 

“Now that I look back at 
it, I’m thankful that I went 
through those times,” 
Romero said Wednesday in 
Dunedin, Fla. “Being in 
double-A for two-and-a-half 
years, I learned a lot about 
myself as a person.... I was 
able to learn to deal with 
failure.” 

There were plenty of 
trying times after the Los 
Angeles native was taken 
sixth overall in the 2005 
amateur draft. He strug¬ 
gled with a 16-23 record in 
Toronto’s minor-league 
system. 

But the Blue Jays felt he 
was ready for a look in 
2009 and in 29 starts as a 
rookie, Romero posted a 
solid 13-9 mark with a 4.30 
eamed-run average. 

“When I got to the big 
leagues, I wasn’t going to 
let one bad start get to me 
or get to my head,” 
Romero said. “It was just 
move on to the next one.” 

Manager John Farrell 
said it’s not uncommon for 
first-rounders to face chal¬ 
lenges in the minors. 

“Everyone assumes 
they’re going to get to the 
big leagues as a first- 
rounder so when they fi¬ 
nally get there, they 
somewhat relax and say, 
‘OK, I’ve made it to where 


my draft number has said I 
should be,”’ he said. 

“And then things come 
out.” 

Romero continued to 
make strides in 2010, go¬ 
ing 14-9 and trimming his 
ERA to 3.73. He was signed 
to a long-term contract 
that summer and 
Romero’s ascent to staff 
ace was complete when he 
was named the opening 
day starter last year. 

Romero went on to post 
a 15-11 record with a 2.92
